Berlin Reports That Bulgar Forces Have Captured Town of Malik in N. 7 ae BREMEN 


Albania and Are Also Mouth of River Struma. 
Bulgars Have Also Taken All But One of: Forts at Kalava in 
Greece—Serbs Repulse Vigorous Attacks of Enemy. 


Heavy fighting is still in progress between the entente and Teu- 
tonic allies in the Macedonian theatre, from the region of Lake Och- 
rida eastward to Kavala, on the Aegean Sea, but with results becloud- 
ed by the variant statements of the war offices. Berlin reports that 
Bulgarian forces operating to the west of Lake Ochrida have vaptured 
the town of Malik, in Albania, and that along the Struma King Ferd- 
inand’s men are epproaching the mouth of the river. Paris admits 
that the Bulgarians have taken all but one of the forts of Kavala, but 
says that the newly acquired positions have come under the fire of 
British warships. Paris also says that along the Struma the French 
artillery is bombarding their adversaries, while west of the Vardar 
and near Lake Ostrovo the Serbs have put down vigorous attacks by

The street railway employees met 
to discuss their agreement between 
the employees union and the city in 
the early hours of Sunday morning, 
the gathering being held at the Odd- 
fellows’ Hall, Norwood Boulevard, af- 
ter the last run on Saturday night. 

The utilities committee have signi- 
fied their willingness to meet the rep- 
resentatives of the employees to talk 
over the agreement, and a conference 
will be arranged. as soon as the street 
railway superintendent, who has been 
away on vacation, is available. 

There is very little chance, say city 
aldermen, of the agreement going 
through in its present form, us while 
the men are asking for certain alter- 
ations as to holidays, and its duration, 
that it remain in force from year to 
year, the utilities committee wish to 
amend the clauses governing payment 
of overtime, and the running of one- 
man cars, ' 

So far the rate of wages paid has 
not come into the argument, but there 
is some anxiety on the part of the em- 
ployees that council may wish to sever 
recognition of the union and the right 
of any labor officials to interfere in 
street railway matters. 

A deputation has been appointed by 
the men to wait on the utilitios com- 
mittee, and presént their view of the 
case, as they are eager to get some 
definite action now council have giv- 
en notice that the agreement will ter- 
a4 on August 81st. 

It is understood that men will ask 
“for an increase of pay in view of the 
higher cost of living’ and also want 
a conciliation board on the proposed 
agreement.

“Yesterday morning three Russian 
seaplanes from a great height dropped 
Lombs on the town and harbor of Var- 
na (on the Black Sea coast). No one 
was killed. The material damage was 
slight. 

“Our seaplanes twice attacked, with 
visible success, a Russian squadron 
which was cruising ten miles off the 
const. All our aeroplanes returned 
safely.” 


This announcement shows that the 
Bulgarians are extending thelr front 
rapidly, to the west as well as to the 
east. In the west they are pushing 
into Albania, The town of Malik is 
seventy miles northeast of the Alban- 
fan port of Aviona, which is held by 
the Italians.

KALAMAZOO, Mich., Aug. 27.—Two 
men were killed and eight others in- 
jured, one of them mortally, when 
eleven of fourteen automobiles piled 
up at a turn during the 100 mile race 
at Recreation Park here today. The 
dead are: Marion Arnold, mechani- 
cian, Chicago, and Jack Peacock, driv- 
er, Brooklyn, F. E. Marquette, Kala- 
mazoo, mechanician, was probably fa- 
fally injured. 

The accident occurred when Pea- 
cock’s car, leading in the race, skidded 
end struck the fence. It was over- 
turned and thrown across the track. 
Ten of the machines, going at a terri- 
fic clip, ploughed into the overturned 
car, Five of them were completely 
demolished, Today's accident is the 
worst that has occurred at Recrea- 
tion Park since 1911, when Lee Old- 
field's racing car ploughed through 
the fence and killed 8 persons.

LIEUT. THEIMY OF 
49TH BACK IN CITY 


Says Not More Than 350 of Orig- 
inal Battalion Now in 
Service 


———— 


Among the Edmonton men return- 
ing last week from overseas is Lieut, 
Theimy, 9946 84th avenue, a veteran 
ct the 49th Battalion. To a reporter 
he ‘had very little to say personally 
ot himself, but gave a few sidelights 
on the situation and the trip home. 

Lieut. Theimy was one of the men 
of the 49th who came through the 
eruelling ordeal at Ypres, June 1916. 
He states that out of the 350 casual- 
Ues suffered by the 49th Battalion 
in the lust big offensive in June this 
year at Ypres, there were only 60 
killed, «© remarkably low percentage 
considering the total casualties, He 
ilso estimates the survivors of the 
criginal 49th Battalion to be leas than 
#50 in number, the rest being either 
killed, made prisoners, or incapac 
tated in a way to prevent them from 
taking part in active service. Their 
places have been filled by drafts from 
other regiments, 

Last January, Lieut. Theimy was in- 
valided from the trenches to the base 
bospital in France, where he stayed 
i month and was later transferred 
cver the channel to England,. where 
he spent an additional five months in 
on institution before being able to 
come home to Canada, 

From what he has seen of the fight- 
ing and the front he believes the Ger- 
mans to be already whipped, and it 
cnly remains to convince them that 
their chance of world conquest is an 
idle, dream, 

On the Olympie coming over to 
Halifax from Liverpool were 350 re- 
turned officers and men, there being 
wbout 30 of these officers, and insofar 
fas he knew only one from the west. 
He describes the Olympic as the last 
word in ocean steamer construction. 

Lieutenant. Theimy has three re- 
maining brothers in the 49th Battal- 
ion, one of whom appeared in yester- 
day's casualty lists as wounded, <A 
fourth brother is serving with the in- 
spection division of the Canadian 
army.
